DEAD MAN’S ISLAND 


Weather Halted Them 
There Five Days Before 
They Could Proceed to 
Green Harbor.

DETROIT, Mich., April 21.— 
Capt. George Hubert Wilkins, vet- 
eran Arctic explorer. and Lieut. 
Carl B. Eielson, Alaskan pilot, 
have flown across the “top of the 
world,” from Point Barrow, Alas- 
ka, to Spitzbergen. 

In a brief message to the Detroit 
News today. Wilkins reported the 
successful accomplishment of the 
2100-mile flight across the Arctic 
ice pack in these words: 

“Reached Spitzbergen after #0 's 
hours flying. One stop five days 
account bad weat$er.” 

Later it wus learned the stop 
was at Doedmansoeiro ( d Mans 
Bland), 25 miles from Svalbard, 
whence Wilkins’ radio message 
was sent. The message was dated 
April 21 and timed 12:31 -p. m. 

The precise date of the take-off 
from Point Barrow is not known, 
although Wilkins had intended to 
start from there April 6. Wilkins’ 
message might be taken to indi- 
cate that he left Alaska about last 
Sunday. 

“No Foxes Seen.” 

The words “no foxes seen,” in a 
radiogram from Capt. Wilkins to 
Dr. Isaiah Borman, director of the 
American Geographical Society of 
Néw York, today gave the infor- 
mation that Wilkins had discov- 
ered no land in his flight over the 
north pole.

A Copenhagen dispatch says 
that the newsparer Politiken re- 
ceived word from Svalbard that 
the crew of the plane was in ex- 
cellent condition. 


The same dispatch said that no 
further details of the flight were 
forthcoming at Copenhagen from 
Spitzbergen tonight. The only ad- 
ditonal fact that was proffered was 
that the plane landed at Green 
Harbor, 40 miles from the radio 
station. 

When the aviators eeaea a 
slight northerly wind was blow- 
ing. The weather was moderately 
clear over the whole western part 
of Spitzbergen and there were 21 
degrees of frost. 

The flyers received every assis- 
tance at Green Harbor, where 
there ig a station well provided 
with food, sieds and dogs. Long 
Year City, where there are be- 
tween 300 and 400 residents con- 
nected with Norwegian coal mines, 
is not far distant..

This Season in the Studios by Some 36 Companies 
—Just How It Is Done and How Much Film It 
Takes to Supply tte Demand of the Cash Cus- 
tomers.— The Hopeful Extras of Hollywood.

1928-29 season will see the manufacture of 729 feature pic- 

tures with one of the larger companies not yet set on the amount 
of its output. It is expected that the grand total of 766 pictures will 
be reached. Last year the total number of features shot out to the 
cash customers of the cinema palaces reached 638. 

Thirty-six companies will make the more than 750 pictures 
scheduled for this season. As most of these concerns are smal! ones 
the greater part of the output will come from the seven or eight 
chief producers with Paramount expecting to manufacture 78 and 
Fox, M-G-M, First National, Universal and Pathe trailing right be- 
hind.- United Artists, with some of the leading stars of the screen 
appearing under its wing, announces only 15. :

CCORDING to The Film Daily, the bible of the movie men, the

studios of the larger factories. 


Art, twenty-six million feet of celluloid, more than 1000 times 
the total railroad mileage in the United States, are used every 24 
hours as the negative filmed in the Hollywood motion  picturé 
studios. ; 
More than fifty-two million feet of film is utilized daily in the 
printing of positives from the negative stock, for every motion pics 
ture negative is copied at least 200 times. These copies are what 
theater audiences see; the negatives are stored away in the pro- 
ducers’ vaults. ; ' 
Hollywood has thirty studios, counting the little independents 
who turn out “quickies” along Poverty Row, as well as the major 
companies. Tis-accounts for the high total of film consumption. r 
Two million feet of this negative film are exposed every week 
in the cameras at the Paramount studios, one of the largest plants 
in the Southern California movieland. ‘ 
The cameras grind away on scene afer scene; sometimes twelve 
companies are at work on the different stages. Each company, or 
star unit, has at least two cameras busy at the same time. One carrera 
films the negative for the American theater audiences, while the 
other grinds away on the foreign negative, as one negative is always 
retained inthis country and thie other shipped abroad to care 1or 
the growing demands there.

For Hofmann has just made 
public the fact that he and Mrs. Marie 
Eustis Hofmann have been secretly di- 
vorced for the last four years. This 
announcement in itself was enough to 
surprise the general public, which 
prides itself on keeping informed of 
every move its celebrities make. But 
surprise in this case grew to astonish- 
ment when it was further announced

HE man who would 
do away with par- 
ents if he could has 
written a book 
about it. This man 
is Dr. John B. Wat- 
son, founder of be- 
haviorist psychol- 
ogy, and he makes 
the flat statement 
that parents, as a class, know nothing 
about rearing their children. 

This book is called ‘Psychological 
Care of Infant and Child,’’ and it Is 
his hope, perhaps even his belief, that 
it will revolutionize the profession of 
parenthood. Moreover, he hopes that 
eventually it will be accepted as a com- 
panion piece to that slim volume that 
has served mothers for a generation or 
more as a Baedecker to infant inter- 
iors, Dr. Holt’s “Care and Feeding of 
Infants.’’ 

First at Columbia University and 
later at Johns Hopkins, Dr. Watson 
developed his own theories of psychol- 
ogy, to which he gave the name “‘be- 
haviorism.” This is based on a belief 
that psychological theory must be sup- 
ported by observation of behavior. it 
is dangerous to theorize about the way 
human beings act, Dr. Watson holds. 
You must first find out, accurately 
and scientifically, all there is to know 
about any particular human action. 

And that is what he tried to do with 
babies. He is able to write with a 
certain conviction because he is the 
only person who has ever taken babies 
into the laboratory for purposes of psy- 
chological experiment. He has tested 
their reactions to innumerable things 
—to rabbits and even boa constrictors, 
to fire and loud noises, to rooms which 
are proof against the admittance of 
any light whatsoever and to lights 
flashed suddenly in their eyes—and he 
has come forth with a number of in- 
teresting conclusions, the majority of 
which are very startling to old-fash- 
ijoned, sentimental fathers and moth- 
ers. 

Testing children, ranging from birth 
to two or three years, to discover what 
they were afraid of, he found only 
two instinctive fears, he writes, that 
of loud, sudden noises and that of 
having support suddenly withdrawn. 
All others are the result of improper 
training, he maintains, not excepting 
those fears that parents have seeming- 
ly always taken for granted in their 
children—fear of the dark, fear of 
furry animals, fear of strangers and 
all the other old superstitions. 


sion concerning the supposed ‘‘in- 

ctinctive love’’ of children for 
their parents. ‘‘Only one thing,’ he 
writes, ‘will bring out a love response 
in the child—-stroking and touching 
its skin, lips and like nerve centers. It 
doesn't matter at first who strokes it.

chological conditions, the pureint 
should always apply this painful stim- 
ulus just at the moment the undesir- 
able act is taking place. If you wait 
for father to spank when he gets home 
it is practically impossible to establish 
a conditioned negative response. 

“We can sum it all up,” he contin- 
ues, “by saying that the behaviorist

oT O COME back to the mechan- 


ics of love and affection. 

Loves grow up in children 
like fears. Loves are’ home- 
made, built in. In other words, 
loves are conditioned. You have 
everything at hand all day long for 
setting up conditioned love responses. 
The touch of the skin takes the place 
of the steel bar, the sight of the 
mother’s face takes the place of the 
rabbit in the experiments with fear. 
The child sees the mother's face when 
she pets it. Soon, the mere sight of 
the mother’s face calls out the 
love response. The touch. of the 


skin is no longer necessary to call 
it out.

“A conditioned love response has 
been formed. Even if. she pats the 
child in the dark, the sound of her 
voice as she croons soon comes to cal) 
Out a love response. This is the psy- 
chological explanation of the child’s 
joyous reactions to the sound of the 
mother’s voice. So with her footsteps, 
the sight of the mother's clothes, of 
her photograph. All too soon the child 
gets shot through with too many of 
these love reactions. In addition the 
child gets honeycombed with love re- 
sponses for the nurse, for the father 
and for any other constant attendant 
who fondles it. Love reactions soon 
dominate the child. It requires no in- 
stinct, no ‘intelligence,’ no ‘reasoning’ 
on the child’s part for such responses 
to grow up.’’ 

All this shows up in later life as 
“invalidism,”’ Dr. Watson Bays. 
“Mother fights our battles for us and 
stands between us and the things we 
try to avoid doing. But society doesn't 
do this. We have to atick to our jobs 
in commercial and professional life re- 


less by loving our children to death. 
Ien’t this especially true of the mother 
today? No matter 
how much she may 
love her husband, 
he is away all day; 
her heart is full of 
love which she 
must. express in 
some way. She ex- 
presses it by show- 
ering love and 
kisses upon her 
children — an d 
thinks the world 
should laud her 
aT tt. Al 
does.”’ 

It is just this 
which makes Dr. 
Watson particular-

GAIN, as to fear, Dr. Watson 
A nates no excuse for the parents. 

“T think I can take you into the 
laboratory,’ he writes, ‘and give you 
a clear picture of the kind of sledge 
hammers you are using in fashioning 
the fear life of your child. 

“Our laboratory work shows the 
fear life of the newborn infant is sim- 
plicity itself. From birth the child 
will show fear whenever a sudden loud 
sound is made close to its head and 
whenever it is thrown off its balance, 
as for example, when its blanket is 
quickly jerked. No other fears are 
natural, all other fears are built in. 


‘‘And yet, think how complicated is 
the fear life of the three-year-old, the 
adolescent, the timid adult. Study the 
fears of the adults around you. I have 
seen a grown man cower and cringe 
and literally blanch with fear at the 
sight of a gun. I have seen a man 
stay all night in a hotel rather than 
enter his dark home when family and 
servants are away. I have seen a 
woman go into hysterics when a bat 
flew into a room. I have seen a child 
so torn by fear of moving animal toys 
that his whole organized life was in 
danger. Think of our fear of light- 
ning, wind, railway trains, automobile 
accidents, ocean travel, burglars, fire, 
electricity and the thousands of other 
things that literal- 
ly torture us even 
in this modern, 
supposedly secure 
life we lead. Think 
how peaceful, how 
calm, how effi- 
cient our Ives 
would be if we 
were no more fear- 
ful than the new- 
born baby. 

“Suppose I put 
before you a beau- 
tiful, healthy, 
well-formed baby 
nine months of 
age. On his mat- 
tress I place a rabbit. *I know this 
baby’s history; I knew he has never 
seen a rabbit before. He reaches for 
the rabbit first with one hand, then 
the other the moment his eyes light 
upon it. I replace the rabbit with a 
dog. He behaves the same way. I next 
show him a cat, then a pigeon. Each 
new object is gleefully handled. Afraid 
of furry objects? Not at all. But how 
about slimy objects? Surely he is 
afraid of fish and frogs. I hand him 
a gold fish, alive and squirming. I 
put a green frog in front of him. . 
Immediately he goes after it as vigor- 
Ously as after the other members of 
the animal kingdom. But surely all 
ancient history tells us that man in- 
etinctively avoids the snake. Litera-

Give them a pat on the head if 
they have made an extraordinarily 
good job of a difficult task. Try it 
out. In a week's time you will find 
how easy it is to be perfectly objective 
with your child and at the same time 
kindly. You will be utterly ashamed 
of the mawkish, sentimental way you 
have been handling it.”’

ly indignant. Sometimes, he says, he 
can't stand it to contemplate the gurg- 
ling mother and her responsive child.

ture is full of references to the fact 
that man’s natural enemy is the snake.

Through a whole series of expefi- 
ments, many of them elaborate and 
complex, Dr. Watson took the babies 
at his disposal in clinics and labora 
tories.

He has much fault to find with the 
age-old traditions surrounding the 
rearing of children. 

He believes the clothes that babies 
wear are altogether wrong and he 
makes the suggestion that a compe 
tent psychologist study the situation 
and design an entirely new type. The 
present clothing—dresses, petticoats, 
shirts, et cetera—is too tight and bind- 
ing, too difficult to get on and 
off and does not permit the child 
enough freedom of movement, he 
maintains. 

He criticizes the toys that are made 
for children. ‘‘Again nearly all, the 
toys are made to be run only by an 
adult,’’ he writes. ‘I tried the other 
day to buy a top which a 3-year-old 
could wind and release. Only after 
much effort did 1 discover it. A tem 
in the shops shows hundreds of trains 
with springs so short that they will 
run only after an adult with effort 
winds them. Dumping wagons até 
carts galore are found:that only the 
adult can work, airplanes and mot 


-boats that mother has to call fathe 


in to operate. Here again we teach 
the child dependence.”’ 

Don't let the child have too many 
toys, he adds. And teach the child @ 
make his own toys. This last he re 
gards as particularly important, #® 
tending to make the child independent. 
One of the longest chapters in the 
book is devoted to “What Shall I Tell 
My Child About Sex?” Dr. Watsea 
believes that sex instruction cannot 
begin too young. He bitterly assalls 
prudery in parents as giving rise to 
maimed and distorted minds.

duced the peddler to write his own 
story. She directed him, encouraged 
him, clothed and fed him and added 
her impressions of his conversation to 
each chapter he wrote, so that the 
reader not only saw the Trader from 
the inside but aiso from the vantage 
point of the observer, and an experi- 
enced one. Result, best seller. 

But that, insisted the critics of the 
book, did not prove the truth of the 
tale. It merely established the legiti- 
macy of its coming into being, showed 
that Mrs. Lewis was not humbugging 
the public. How was the reader to 
know that she had not been hum- 
bugged by the Trader? Wasn't he, 
after all, probably an old fraud? Un- 
intentionally so, possibly; an old man 
in his dotage, fond of spinning yarns 
and not caring particularly whether 
they jibed with fact? These were 
queer things he told of cannibals and 
elephants and ‘josh houses,’’ with 
their skulls and human goddesses. 


HE Trader, meantime, had be- 
come a celebrity, spuriously or 
otherwise. He was a gentle, 
likable old fellow, and accepted the 
spotlight in England with perfect 
grace. Under its spell and the magic 
of goed food and drink, he became 
even more articulate and when he 
opened his mouth it was to relate more 
queer facts about Africa which hadn't 
appeared in his book. He _ spouted 
them. There seemed to be no end. He 
must come to America, where his book 
had enjoyed its biggest sale, and tell 
about himself. 

He descended upon New York last 
month. The reporters fell upon him 
as the ship docked and asked their 
questions. He answered them in kind- 
ly mood and said he was giud “to get 
back to the herd” after his years of 
wandering.

“Rocks and spears, folks,’’ he would 
exclaim, pointing to a leg deeply 
scarred below the knee. ‘The white 
doctors told me it was amputation, but 
I went to the witch doctors and here's 
my old leg—the original.’’ No one 
thought at the time of the parallel of 
the man who proved the truth of hir 
tale of the hand-to-hand encounter 
with the bear by pointing out the tree 
under which the battle took place. 

New Yorkers were charmed with 
the Trader. His little African 
anecdotes were unlike anything 
else they had heard out of Africa. 
For instance, who ever knew 
that the baboon could only count to 
two? Or who even knew that a baboon 
could count? But the Trader said that 
it was this shortcoming in the baboon 
that enabled the Kaffir native, who 
could count to five, to outwit him. If

What could a person do but 
kick him back to his place? 

Tiring of this treatment, Peter one 
day disappeared into the jungle. Re- 
turning six months later, he strode 
into the clearing in company with a 
winsome lioness. The Trader tossed 
Peter a chicken and was annoyed to 
see him give it to his bride, which 
plainly showed who held first place 
in his affections. The visit lasted all 
day and seemed to be merely for the 
purpose of obtaining the blessing of 
the former master, for In the evening 
Peter and his bride departed into the 
jungle and were never seen again. 

What yarns the old man spun! As 
a diver, he had descended into the hull 
of the sunken Empress of India, 
months after it had gone down with 
‘a load of treasure, and found the door 
of the ship’s safe jammed upon the 
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shin bone of the captain, who had tried 
to remove the treasure as the ship 
went down. He had seen at close 
quarters, too, the old blind shark and 
the pilot fish that guides him, like a 
blind man’s dog. At various times he 
had been a trader of goods in Africa, 
purveyor of gorillas, prospector for 
gold and copper, leader of Latin-Amer 
iean filibustering expeditions, soldier 
of fortune, a Scotland Yard detective 
and newspaper reporter. 

Trader Horn was prevailed upon to 
address America by radio in one of 
the gigantic ‘“‘hook-ups.’’ It was while 
he was entertaining thousands of radio 
listeners, in an easy colloquial man- 
ner, that the critics, recovering from 
the effect of his talks, began sharp- 
shooting again. 


RANK H. VIZETELLY, well- 
F knows publisher, angrily ques- 

tioned Trader Horn’s statement 
that Henry M. Stanley, African ex- 
plorer, ‘‘carried a loose trigger, Stan- 
ley did, and all the white men on his 
expedition perished.’ Vizetelly called 
it an “abominable falsehood,’’ stating 
that he had personally talked to three 
members of Stanley's expedition. 

N. Herrera de Hora, who has passed 
many years in Africa, called up by tel- 
ephone during the radio talk and of- 
fered two criticisms. One was that 
gorillas did not inhabit the seacoast, 
as Trader Horn implied. The other 
was that Trader Horn’s adventures 
with Nina T., the white girl who act- 
ed as a human goddess to cannibals, 
were a crude paraphrase of Rider Hag- 
gard's ‘‘Nada the Lily."’ The story of 
Nina T. runs throughout the book, 
“Trader Horn.’ 

Reports from New York do not re- 
veal what answers, if any, were made 
to these objections. The cagey old 
Trader, it seems, was too subtle to en- 
gage in debates. Purposely or not, he 
threw the hounds off the scent by clev- 


: erly drawing a pair of herrings across 


the trail. The herrings were sensa- 
tional claims, casually made as he was 
re-em barking for England after a visit 
of two weeks. They were striking 
enough to make front-page clergymen 
turn séveral shades of envious green

and toss their monkeys and machine 
guns out of the pulpit. 

Herring No. 1 was a statement that 
he had once almost acquired posses- 
sion of the original Ark of the Cove- 
nant and the Ten Commandments, and 
that some day he was going back and 
dicker with the Arab Chief that had 
them concealed. 

Herring No. 2 concerned that fa- 
mous lady, the Queen of Sheba. 

“The Queen of Sheba was only a 
Malay lady out of Madagascar,” he 
said. “She came out of Madagascar 
to make her mark on history. I got 
it from the natives. They knew all 
about her and told it to me straight. 
I found good solid proof of it on a 
totem pole I found later, and you may 
lay to that. It links up the old and 
the new. You have to go to Peru, 
then to india and back to Africa to 
tie it all up; but it's there, it’s there. 
I told John Galsworthy about it and 
John Galsworthy said: ‘Old man, 
you've got it..

HAT did Trader Horn do 
W : the voyage honte? Did 

he chuckle over the way he 
had bamboozled America? Did he 
figure how long his royalties on 
his first book, which average $4000 
a week, would run? Or did he rack 
his memory for the thousands of thrill- 
ing incidents that lie buried there? 
Or are his stories pure and premedi- 
tated fiction? Or can it be that he 
thinks he is telling the truth and 
isn't carried away, weak old fellow, by 
the eagerness of men and women to 
hear his yarns? 

Really, it doesn’t matter a whole 
lot. Gentine or fake, historian or 
charlatan, Trader Horn has _  eén- 
riched modern MHiterature with a 
series of tales that have the color of 
the Arabian Nights, and has carried 
hours of entertainment to the hearts 
that revel in books of adventure. One 
reading the book finds it hard to read 
deception into it. It is not until the 
volume has been laid aside and the 
reader walks forth into a world of 
electricity, political bombings, scien- 
tific progress and moral backsliding 
that he begins to look upon “Trader 
Horn” as outlandish,’ rather than 
merely bizarre. And he wonders if 
that mayn’t be due to his environment. 

Aye, Trader Horn is a picturesque 
old codger. Clear-eyed and erect for 
all his 75 years, with just a bit of 
talent for spinning a yarn. Fanciful 
stuff, mayhap, to a man who's never 
sated his wanderlust. Aye. But what 
do such fellers know of the stern re- 
alities of the Ivory Coast? .And what 
is the smell of palm oil or the trump- 
eting of the rogue elephant as he sinks 
in the swamp to such as thinks gorillas 
run in herds and that cannibal women 
aren't virtuous? Or to him that mar- 
vels a circus elephant can stand four- 
footed on a barrel, when the elephant 
is one of the steadiest and surest 
climbers in the jungle?
